A reeant issue of the © Jupan Mail” 
states that thé! ‘Koktmin Shimben " 
has kecomptished quite a Journalistic 
coup by procuriag und publishing the 
photogeaph uf a monument which pro- 
Mises to find a not unimportant place 
in’ Var Eastern history, pamely, the 
bounilary stone which stands on the 
mountain Petau-shan in the Champeh 
range, Tho inscription on this monu- 
ment states in tho clearast languago 
that its signatories, after due and 
full- investigation, had fixed the 
boundaries Chientao at the 
Yalu on the west and at 
the Demon (Chinose Tumoen) on the 
east. The word“ Domon ” iy unmis- 
takubly written with ideographs in- 
dicating 2 branch of the Tumon River, 
not that river itself. The inscription 
is dated May 5th in the Slet yeni of 
Kangohi, and inscribed on the monu- 
ment aro the numos and titles of the 
commissionors.

Jeges that from this monument in a 
northossterly direction marks, con- 
sisting of stones or wooden Pillars, aro 
set up in a line which can be clearly 
traced to-day and which leads to the 
bank of the tribuury stream, ss Korea 
claims to be tho cate. Thistino of 
marks js said to havo been act up by 
Chitose officials who, ut the request 
of tha Korean Government, wore sent 
three times betwoon 1882 and 1889 
for the purposo of Solimiting the 
boundary. They were to ‘have done 
this in vonjunction with Korgen éom- 
missioners, but for some reason ‘the 
latter did not artivo upon the ground 
and the Chinese fixed tho boundary 
themselves, T¢ is undorstood that 
Koren claims nothing, now excopt that 
this boundary slowd be recognised 
by China. Tho Poking Govornmont, 
however, is said to be adopting 2 most 
Tesoluto mien towards this problom. 
Japan does not attach any paramount 
importance to it ond desires to aottle it 
in un amicable manner, but naturally 
with such conclusive proofs in hor 
hands she is indisposod to yield, :

THE CHOLERA OUTBREAK. 
Over Sixty Cases. 

The outbresk of cholera ov the steamer 
Honghee does not show any signs of abat- 
ing. Up till noon to-day a total of fifty cases 
hed been sent on board the hospital ship 
Hygein, and eleven deaths had beon record- 
ed not including the nine who died ou the 
voyuge. Thero have also been a number 
of deaths on the juoks but the nimber has 
net beon ascertained. Twolve cases were 
taken to the Hygeia this morning and about 
twenty yesterdiy. 

The Hongbeo is being furnignted and 
cleaned and tho junks aro also boing dealt 
with. Tuspeetor Mackenzie, of the 
Sanitary Department, with staff of evolies, 
is assisting in tho work and a policy boat is 
stationed in quarantine to render any 
assistance which might be necessury. 

The Chineso in the junks are being fed 
from the Honghve, but every possible care 
is heing taken to seo that the food ix pure, 
A water bosé lies handy and ‘doles ouG a 
uily-supply to the segregated mon,

can hardly determine. Cortainly.it'is that: 
gambling doys, ahound, and when I looked 
into them thoy; were patronized by large 
numbers ‘of “working puople’ who were 
eager ‘to eatn a ‘string.of cash in an casior: 
way than poling and tracking boati up the. . 
river. 

Tt may bo said, however, that in tlie 
opium shops'l visited in Ying Tak, I found 
an smokers, but it should be mentioned 
again thut tho hour way nid-dny. Looked 
into eight or ten dons and found thom al! 
desolate and deserted, In uo case did I 
see the orthodox lamp, oithor lighted, or 
placed ready for the customers, who night. 
come in after their work was done. 

Whethor the District Magistrate, who 
rules over this domain is sterner than he 
who rules lower down tho river, isa ques. 
tion we must leave unanswored, A slrong 
hand, howover, uppears to be held over 
the smokers of this district, which keops 
smoking well in chek, though it may not 
crush it altogether. But, usin other phices, 
the weak link in the uhinis the license 
system, though it is difllentt to seo how 
anything better could he devised, 

Tho Chines avon much onduring rivo at 
the hands of their officials, but it coula 
hardly be expected that 50,000,000 adult 
human beings, even though they be Chineso, 
will submit to bo doprived of opium by a 
stroko of the vermiltion pencil.. Some plan, 
of course, had to be devised to moet the 
needs ef the aidicted sot, and perhaps no 
better one could be discovered than 
the license systeni. On the other 
hand, such an Arringoment — easily 
lends to an abuse, Wo have romatked 
already thut whilst the arrangemont was to 
permit smokers above sixty years of ago to: 
iudulge, us well ax those who ‘have 
contracted the “ yan" or ctaving, liconsrs, 
apparently, Inve heery,, issued fo much . 
younger men ; nin, too,” iho, judging by ‘'” 
theit age and appearances, should: tot be 
vietimy of, this “* yan.” ‘ 

Hence, whil the necessity of procuring 
license will probably detor some smokors, 
sho are not wedded to the pipe, from 
applying, and will, in all Ukelihood, kop 
hack non-smokers ...from boginning to 
smoke, and 40, in this way, will he- 
como a repressive force,’ yet, the way 
in which, in some cases licenses appear to 
hive been granted, apparently, to all who 
have applied for them, seems to indicate a 
weakness thut somehow should be 
remedied. 

One fact should not be overlooked, which 
seoms to obtain all round. None of the 
opium shops. appear to be closed. Which- 
ever way ono siunters im theso towns, all 
the shops stand open as;of yore, and the 
master, and hi: agsistants..are ready to 
sorve customem, This would seem to 
indicate that still much opium is sold, 


and “taken away, to’ bé smoked in 
some Jess conspicuous spot, where the 
official! cyo cannot penetmte, and the 
official hand: dock not reach, 

If smokers cin take tho drug to thoir 
own homes and smoke it there, the fainis . 
little, On the other hand, shop assistants, 
who might indulys ina Pipe, In an opium 
divan, will hardly bo allowed this privilege 
in his master’s shop, On the whole, I 
think that it can hardly be duubted : that

Things Seen in South Chins, 


i —TsING YUEN AND YING Tai, 
{ny ¢, 3.] : 

The Diatrict City of ‘Tsing Yuen id 
situated ubout fifteou miles_above Shek 
Kok, and twelve below the famous Ti Loy 
Pass and Monnstery. The now railway 
will pasa near it and it will add inuch to 
the trafle of the line, At presont it isin 
daily communication with Cunton and 
Hongkong by steam Iutmch and tho Sam- 
shui railway. Native newapipors, publish. 
ed in Canton in the morning, ro on salo 
in Tsing Yuen on tho following morning 
at daybroak, and apparently u goodly 
number find buyers. 

Much of the residential part of tho city 
is old, and the usuaf condition of things 
obtains. On the othor hand the business 
streets are fairly wide and not specially 
dirty. Many shops are large and hand- 
Fome, and some aro filled with foreign 
imports. : 

The Chinese Imperial Pust. ns an office in 
the city ontirely se+ aput for this busin 
In Samshui and Lo Pon the office was like 
many village offices at home, fixed up in 
a shop, whose inaiv business was to sell 
other things, ‘Phe business of this Post 
Office [ found to be gradually increasing. 
When it was first opened four years ago 
only about $20 or $0 worth of stamps 
were sold per month. To-day in the same 
space the sales amount to about S300. The 
piles of letters that. stood upon the table 
showed that Chinese business peuple aro 
beginning to trast their correspondence to 
thexe Imperial Post Offiecs, I pusted 
three letters and expert that they will bo 
in Canton to-mnorraw morning. Five yearn 
ago vat least five days would buve been 


allowed for transit, 

Reverting now to thr actual quest that 
took me ushare [ found as T expecled that 
the presence of a District Magistrate was 
not withoul its influerce in the sale of 
opium and one the way iat which the 
Provisions of the Imperial Kaict was 
promulgated and enforced. It is tene that 
Twent ashore in the morning about vine 
o'clock and at that hourfound most people 
hard at work at their morning meal. 1 
paid a visit. to perhaps ten shops 
and found that Uhe divans connected 
with each had’ a dexelute and deserted 
Appearance. As I. remarked above somo 
allowance must be made for the hour of 
the visit. On the otherhand all inquiries 
elicited the response thal the provisions of 
the law were enforced and that littl: or no 
opitm was smoked in thvordiiary “dens.” 
Had the time been aftemoon the accuracy 
of these atseverations could fhave been 
more conolusively tested. On the other 
hand, although T by no moans ‘ did" the 
cily, 1 found muny shops open ‘in which 
vpium is sold and in one caso found 
a buyer at that time of the morning, 
Otherwiso I saw none being sold. 

A fow questions put tothe owners of the 
shops were answered without exception in 
the same way, and the guneral drift of the 
reply was that tho sales of opium had 
fallen off enormourly. In one case the 
wvner of an opium shop said that he only 
sold ten percent of whnthe sold prior ta 
the publication of the Emperor's Edict 
In no case did I find opium shops closed 
through the falling off of sales nor did I 
find that the inner compartmonts whore 
smokers usually lounge and sinoke modifidd 
or the furnituro removed, Even the stone 
pillows were there in considerablo num- 
burs, which might indicato that later 
on in the day the beds would bo 
used and smokers would be found 
thereon, On the whole cindour compels 
me to say thet in tho city of Tsing Yuen 
thero is overy appearance that a strong 
pressure has been brought upon the people 
and that the determination of tho officials 
to give offect to the Imperial Edict has 
Lorne good fruit. x
